The  Orthopedic  Clinic  was  held  in  April  and  October 
at  Center  Ossipee  with  Dr.  Hunter  of  Portsmouth 
attending.  Several  students  were  given  exercises  for 
the  flat  feet  and  posture  problems.  In  May,  Miss  Hazel 
Leavitt,  Physiotherapist  from  Wolfeboro,  came  to  the 
schools  and  homes  to  check  with  the  children  on  the 
exercises. 

Twenty-nine  children  were  tested  for  diabetes. 
Negative  findings  —  28 ;  Sugar  trace  —  1. 

Heights  and  weights  were  recorded  in  June  and 
October. 

In  October,  Miss  Annette  Eveleth,  R.  N.,  School 
Health  Supervisor  from  Concord,  gave  a  talk  to  the 
students  and  showed  a  health  film. 

In  November  all  children  had  the  chance  to  have 
their  teeth  cleaned  and  Fluorine  treatments  by  the 
Dental  Hygienist  from  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

The  physical  examinations  for  the  school  year  of 
1952  -  53  have  been  arranged. 
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The  annual  vision  test  for  each  child  will  be  done 
as  soon  as  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Machine  is  avail- 
able.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Freedom : 

The  school  year  1951  -  1952  opened  with  Mrs.  Ethel 
Ramsdell  teaching  grades  5  to  8,  and  Mrs.  Olive 
Eldridge  teaching  grades  1  to  4,  Following  the  very 
unfortunate  death  of  Mrs.  Eldridge,  Mrs.  Ramsdell 
transferred  to  the  primary  room  and  Mr.  Earl  N. 
McCabe  completed  the  year  in  the  grammar  room. 

During  the  current  year  Mrs.  Ramsdell  is  teaching 
the  primary  group;  and  Mr.  Robert  Kenney  the 
grammar  pupils.  Mr.  Kenney  is  a  veteran  of  World 
War  II  and  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College. 

During  the  year  1951  -  1952  there  was  a  registra- 
tion of  37  pupils,  and  11  pupils  enrolled  in  high  school. 
Enrolled  for  the  current  year  in  the  Freedom  School 
are  42  pupils,  and  10  in  high  school. 

During  the  year  1951  -  52  Freedom's  tax  rate  for 
school  purposes  was  $10.95  per  $1000.00  adjusted 
valuation,  compared  to  the  state  average  of  $19.99  per 
$1000.00  adjusted  valuation.  The  total  cost  per 
elementary  pupil  was  $278.92.  The  state  average  for 
the  same  cost  was  $239.15.  Total  average  cost  per 
high  school  pupil  for  1951  -  52  was  $258.91  and  the 
state  average  was  $352.86. 

During  the  current  year  some  marked  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  school's  physical  facilities. 
The  installation  of  an  automatic  forced  hot  air  heating 
system  keeps  the  building  at  a  comfortable  temperature 
that  can  be  regulated.  The  installation  of  a  fire  escape 
makes  the  second  floor  a  safer  place.  A  swing  set 
donated  through  Mr.  Kenett  Alexander  and  perman- 
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ently  fixed  provides  much  healthful  recreation.  The 
use  of  a  small  plot  of  land  to  the  rear  of  the  building, 
donated  by  Mrs.  Hatch,  provides  some  urgently  needed 
additional  play  space.  These  donations  are  very  much 
appreciated. 

The  school  lunch  program  was  operated  last  year 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Freedom  School  Club. 
Meals  were  served  at  Mrs.  Marjorie  Allard's.  The 
program  is  not  in  operation  during  the  current  year.
